MALICIOUS GOSSIP 

Malicious goksip seems to be experiencing a wave of 
popularity of late, and it is a pity that honest society re¬ 
gards this practise with such tolerance or indifference. 
Let a bullet be fired that injures some one physically, and 
what a storm is raised! No one rests till the offender is 
identified and made to expiate his crime. But the thous¬ 
and poisoned arrows shot by vindictive tongues drop here 
and there ruining good reputations and finding innocent 
victims. And no punishment is exacted. The cowardly 
offender escapes unscathed and free to continue his harm¬ 
ful practice. 

Yet the malicious word is too often far m are harmful 
and enduring in its result, than a mere physical injury. 
Once the word is spoken, it is gone beyond control, exag¬ 
gerated and distorted as it scatters far and wide. Reputa¬ 
tions are slaughtered, by suggestion or direct story; for 
the sake of creating momentary interest or to give an evil 
yarn a local setting. And many people who would scorn 
to start these stories, have no scruples about passing 
them along. “I heard” is used as 'exemption from all re¬ 
sponsibility^ But there is a heavy responsibility attached 
to the person who passes along a story which he does not 
know—and often does not believe—to be true. 

There is to be sure redress under the law for those who 
find themselves the victims of unfounded and malicious 
gossip. But this redress so often involves a publicity ex¬ 
tremely abhorrent, that many people prefer to suffer 
heartache and misery in silence, rather than expose them¬ 
selves to the further yelping of the pack. It is this re¬ 
luctance to fight gossip, which gives the scandal mongers 
a sense of immunity. They do not expect ever to pay the 
penalty for the harm which they do. 

Students of human nature, assert that the habit of at¬ 
tributing the lowest motives to others, and the habit of 
inventing or surmising evil is a case of repressed desires. 
So the gossip in his or her weaving of yams, is uncon¬ 
sciously exposing his own inclinations or desires. He may 
or may not be successful in sowing seeds of evil regard¬ 
ing his neighbor, but he undoubtedly advertises his own 
character. It is a pity that retribution so rarely falls up¬ 
on him. 

The man or woman who does not start gossip but falls 
more or less innocently into the class of the^’good spread¬ 
er” would do well to consider first, if he would be-prepar¬ 
ed to sign his name to such and such a story, and see it 
published in print. The spoken word carries none of the 
penalties of the written word, and it is a great pity. 

POOR EDMONTON 

The London weekly known as John Bull, which was for¬ 
merly conducted by Jhe Horatio Bottomley of tragic fate, 
ia receiving a ragging over its farcical references to the 
city of Edmonton, a capital of the province of Alberta; a 
lady who was going there from Lancashire being told that 
Edmonton was one of the last of the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
outposts where the drone of airplanes would be practical¬ 
ly her only remaining link with civilization. 

Her near neighbors, she was told, -would be Herschel 
Island and Bernard Harbor, though this was a great im¬ 
provement, since up to eighteen months ago this isolated 
point never came in toucl^ with civilization save when 
once a year the company’s steamer sailed from Vancouv¬ 
er through Behring Straits to Edmonton. This steamer 
used to bring a year’s supply of the necessities of life, en¬ 
abling the benighted inhabitants to ward off starvation for 
a year, though if the worst threatened they had recourse 
to dogs which travelled to civilization and back with ba¬ 
con and flour. Another present mitigating circumstance 
was that the airplanes above mentioned were fitted with 
skiis by which to land on the "snowy wastes” of Edmon¬ 
ton at any time summer or winter! 


Whether or not this gem of Action is intended by way 
of revenge for the pleasantries of Stephen Leacock at the 
expense of London and various idiosyncracies of English 
life in his book "My Discovery of England,” it certainly 
promises to win a high place among the classics begot by 
the heedless about distant scenes. If the late Hon. Frank 
Oliver’s grave should be opened we suspect he would be 
found to have revolved therein from the start given by 
the John Bull writer, who seems to know nothing of the 
modem Edmonton with its great university, noble parlia¬ 
ment buildings, sumptuous Macdonald hotel, huge railway 
and vehicle bridge spanning the North Saskatchewan, and 
other things of note.—St. Thomas Times, Journal. 

COURAGE. FAITH, HOPE 

In the times we are now going through we are apt'to 
revile the weakness of man, that, in such a seemingly 
prospercus country he should allow such poverty and hung 
er as many are experiencing. We berate man’s lack of 
judgment in not saving for a “rainy day,” not planning 
ahead, that he might not be caught unawares by depres¬ 
sions; we also criticize the lack of business sense of many 
ipen. 

But rarely do most of us have a word of praise for the 
“man in the street,” for the business man, for the banker, 
for all those who are grimly watching the ruins at their 
feet, the work of a lifetime crumbling, everything lost. 

Everything lost? Not courage, not faith, not hope— 
these three. For in the dark days there bums in these 
men and women the courage of a race youthful and 
strong; in their hearts is faith, faith in themselves and 
belief in their country; in their breasts hope beats—not 
is strong, that out of the darkest ruin he can build again, 
futile hope--but hope builded on the knowledge that man 
greater and finer than those structures now fallen. 

Covered wagons creak and careen across the prairie, dip 
down hazardous mountains, and a nation is bom. Wind¬ 
jammers, like toy ships, beat their way around Cape 
“Stiff” and the nation’s maritime commerce is inaugurat¬ 
ed; grim men toil across Chilkoot Pass, and Alaska and 
the Yukon are conquered and put on the map. 

Today, men and women with these three things alone 
are hanging on, hiding their misery, eating what they can 
eat, working when they can work, but, above all, with 
nothing, they have everything: courage, faith and hope. 
With these three things they will build again and some 
day smile at the memory of the lean days, just as the 
earlier pioneers now recollect the hot suns, stormy seas 
...glad they carried on through it all.—Seattle (Wlash.) 
Journal of Commerce. 

SHEARING LAMBS 

The comment from the Kincardine News which follows, 
is very timely: 

“Commenting on the suspension of the Chicago and 
Kansas City grain exchanges, Premier R. B. Bennett said: 
’If President Roosevelt wants to save the world, he will 
close the New York stock exchange.’ We said three years 
ago that the world would be better off without stock ex¬ 
changes, especially those that trade on margins. 

“The trouble with stock exchanges is that they create 
sub-normal also abnormal values or prices and encourage 
greed. We judge not one person in a hundred who buys 
stocks does so for the interest yield, but rather in the 
hope of getting something for nothing. It is also our 
belief that something gotten for nothing is expensive in 
the end. 

“The slump in wheat and stocks dealt in on the stock 
exchanges last week was simply a shearing of the lambs 
in a widely and over-bought market—overbought because 
the buying is on margin and by the general public who 
always have to be trimmed by the ^big interests and pro¬ 
fessionals.” 

In this connection, however, one wonders why Premier 
Bennett should volunteer such fine advice to President 
Roosevelt, when the conditions of a similar nature in Can¬ 
ada are so sorely in need of reform. 

Lambs in plenty have been sheared and are being 
sheared in Canada. Mr. Bennett could set a fine example 
if he instituted some restriction on the operations of his 
Canadian exchanges. No doubt they are dominated by 
the New York exchange,, but in their own humble way 
they have wrought loss and harm to many Canadian 
lambs.

ALBERTA’S WORLD 
VICTORY IN WHEAT 

Wilford of Stavely Has Earned Diffi¬ 
cult and Coveted Honors 

Alberta has scored a striking vic¬ 
tory in the hard red spring wheat 
championship at the Regina World’s 
Grain Exhibition. Not only did an 
Alberta farmer win the title but Al¬ 
berta captured eight out of the first 
nine places and won in ail 24 prizes 
out of 50 prizes awarded. Saskatch¬ 
ewan came well into the picture by 
earning 19 of the awards while six 
went to British Columbia and one to 
Manitoba. It is a strange develop¬ 
ment in the wheat growing picture 
that places B.C. ahead of Saskatche¬ 
wan or Manitoba, and that only one 
Manitoba grower could get in the 
first 50 places shows how that prov¬ 
ince is becoming less and less a fac¬ 
tor in wheat production, although it 
still supplies the name to Western 
Canadian wheat on the world’s mar¬ 
kets. The title which Mr. Wilford, of 
Stavely, gained at Regina was mote 
difficult to win possibly than any oth¬ 
er wheat title which has come to 
Canada. The conditions surroufiding 
the test were more severe in that not 
merely was the appearance of the 
.sample considered but actual growing 
and germination entered into the pic¬ 
ture. Moreover wheat was entered 
from more countries than merely the 
Dominion and the United States, both 
Germany and Australia had samples. 

Considering the conditions which 
prevailed in Saskatchewan last year 
it is not surprising that the north of 
the province was more widely repre¬ 
sented in the winning column than 
the south. All in all, then, Western 
Canada has every reason to be satis¬ 
fied with the result of the judging. It 
is just further evidence, if that were 
needed, when it comes to growing 
quality wheat, the western provinces 
lead the rest of the world, and is just 
another cause to wonder why the 
West should be willing to enter into 
any undertaking to restrict its out¬ 
put.—Calgary Albertan.

All Welcome 

Particular emphasis is laid on the 
welcome to all grain men and grain 
buyers, whether Pool or line eleva¬ 
tors. Dr. Newman, Major Strange 
and other grain experts will have 
valuable information for every far¬ 
mer. The inspection of ths demon¬ 
stration plots on the Russel farm, 
and Dr. Newman’s analysis of wheat 
heads presented to him for confirma¬ 
tion regarding variety and quality 
will all be interesting features. Any 
questions relating to crop growing 
and better seed will be answered by 
the officials present. 

The research department instituted 
by the Searle Grain company, is pro¬ 
riding great service to patrons and 
the public at large. It is undertaking 
several projects for 1933. 

Project "A” is the growihg at each 
country elevator of a small plot of 
certain varieties: Marquis, Reward, 
Garnet, Red Bobs 222 and Ceres. Go¬ 
pher and Hullless oats, arejgrown as 
well as Hanchenn and Colsess barleys 
The idea is to demonstrate to agents 
and farmers the appearance and char 
acter of purebred varieties and what 
is best suited to each district. 

Project “B” establishes a half acre 
plot at a number of district points. 
Twenty samples of wheat from each 
elevator will represent individual far¬ 
mer’s grain delivered at the various 
elevators. These samples will take 
half the plot and on the other half 
will be grown highly bred strains of 
Reward or Marquis. 

Project “C.” Other Searle elevator 
points unable to enter the district 
Project “B” will send samples to the 
nearest experimental farms, to be 
grown in the same manner as the dis¬ 
trict plots and to be identified. 

Project “D” is interesting in its 
propagation of the pure seed idea.' At 
seventy-five points in Alberta, it will 
provide two bushels of the highest 
quality Marquis or Reward. The 
Searle agents will have a good far¬ 
mer seed these two bushels, and in 
the fall, the fanner will' return to 
the company four bushels from this 
crop. Next year, two farmers will 
enjoy this arrangement at each point, 
returning four bushels each to the 
company. The next year four far¬ 
mers will grow this pure seed at 
each point, and so on from year to 
year. The success of this effort for 
good seed, will depend on careful 
harvesting and threshing.

Companies 17 Cts. Bbl. More for 
Product 1 


Increase of 17 cents s barrel in the 
price paid Turner Valley oil compan¬ 
ies for their product was announced 
simultaneously by Imperial, Regal, 
and Bell refineries, Thursday. The 
increase will mean an addition reven¬ 
ue of about $12,000 monthly distrib¬ 
uted among producing companies. 

Effective Thursday, the' retail price 
of gasoline in Calgary was increased 
by half a cent, with the exception of 
Ethyl gasoline which was reduced in 
price to the same extent. Henceforth 
ordinary gasoline will''sell at 30 Mi 
cents a gallon and Ethyl at 32 Mi cts. 
The cheap Turner Valley gasoline 
will - have a Calgary retail price of 
26 V4 cents, up one-half cent. 

The Imperial Company announced 
that the Royalite field price hence¬ 
forth would be 9% cents a gallon.

Points That Horsemen Watch for 
When They Make a Deal 

Never trust a horse’s mouth as a 
sure index of his age. 

Never buy a horse while, in motion; 
watch him while he is at rest and vou 
will discover his weak points. 

Never buy a horse with a bluish or 
milky coat in his eyes. They indi¬ 
cate constitutional tendency to phtha- 
almia, moon blindness, etc. 

Never have anything to do with a 
horse who keeps his ears thrown 
backward. This is an invariable indi¬ 
cation of bad temper. 

If a horse’s hind legs are scarred 
the fact denotes that he is a kicker. 

If the knees are blemised the horse 
is apt to stumble. 

When the skin is rough and harsh 
and does not move easily and smooth¬ 
ly to the touch, the horse is a heavy 
eater, and digestion is bad. 

Avoid a horse whose respiratory 
organs are at all impaired, if the 
ear is placed ho the heart and a whecz 
ing sound is heard, it is an indication 
of trouble.

As the average price of wholesale 
commodities in Great Britain rises or 
i.aUs, so the price of wheat at Liver¬ 
pool, hence in Canada, will also rise 
ami fall. As it takes less .Canadian 
doilars to buy a British pound, so the 
price of Wheat in Canada will fall. 
As it takes more Canadian dollars 
to buy a British pound, so the price 
of wheat in Canada will rise. As the 
world’s surplus tends to increase more 
than approximately 600 million bush¬ 
els (the amount of the “Carry-over” 
in 1927) so the price at Liverpool, 
hence in Canada, will tend to fall. 
Should the surplus become less than 
600 million'bushels the price will tenu

ern Interests on the Royal Banking 
Commission 

Hon. John Brownlee, Premier of 
Alberta has been appointed to the 
Bank Commission which will investi¬ 
gate the Bank Act of Canada. 

Lord MacMillan, noted British jur¬ 
ist, has been appointed chairman, and 
other members of the commission are 
Sir Charles Addis, English bankei 
and economist; Sir Thomas White 
war time minister of finance; Hon. J 
E. Brownlee, Premier of Alberta, and 
Beaudry Leman, general mapagei 
and director of the Banque Cana 
dienne Nationale, Montreal. 

The entire Canadian banking cur 
rency and credit system will com* 
under review, and it is anticipatec 
that the inquiries will be conductei 
in many cities throughout Canada 
giving the widest possible latitude t< 
the investigation. 

On the report of this i commissior 
the parliamentary comtnittee wil 
base its deliberations at the next ses 
sion, when the delayed revision of th< 
Canadian Bank Act will be carriei 
out. 

One question to be given specia 
consideration by the commission i: 
the advisability of setting up a cen 
I tral bank in Canada.
